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1 . Claims 3-6 are presented for examination. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Edwards et al. (Patent 
No. 6,615,370). 

4. The reasons set forth in the examiner's previous action for rejecting claim 3 as being 
anticipated by Edwards, continue and are hereby incorporated by reference. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 4/29/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. See the explanation below. 

6. Applicant has argued, in substance, that Edwards does not teach or suggest (a) capturing 
a relative address, (b) capturing access data, and (c) outputting a reference address, relative 
address, and access data. 

7. As to 5(a), Edwards taught at col. 12, lines 24-27 that for the general trace message of 
Fig. 7, also described in Table 1 beginning at the bottom of col. 12, "PC absolute 706 defines 
whether the PC field 710 contains an absolute address or a relative address. A relative address 
may be, for example, a signed offset from the most recent program counter value sent in a 
previous trace message " 

8. As to 5(b), Edwards taught in the operand address watchpoint trace message described in 
Table 3 in col. 15 that "This field contains either contains 8-bytes of data associated with the 
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memory write operation or the 4-byte operand address plus 4 bytes of data , depending on a 
value of data field in an operand address trace " The data written by a write access is the access 
data. 

9. As to 5(c), Edwards taught outputting a reference address as well as the relative address 
and access data explained in paragraphs 6 and 7, supra. On page 25 of applicant's specification 
he states: "A reference address (described later), output from the trace circuit 44 to serves as a 
reference for the relative address, is normally in an absolute address representation." As pointed 
out in paragraph 6, supra, Edwards taught: "PC absolute 706 defines whether the PC field 710 
contains an absolute address or a relative address. A relative address may be, for example, a 
signed offset from the most recent program counter value (i.e., the absolute address/reference 
address) sent in a previous trace message." 

10. Applicant's specification may distinguish over the prior art of record, but the language of 
claim 3 is too broad to do so. 

1 1 . Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

12. Claims 5 and 6 are allowable over the prior art of record.
